Tur neceſſity of being prepared to repel an Invaſion in the preſent ſtate of public affairs, is 
too obvious to require diſcuſſion. The only queſtion is, how to form all neceſſary arrange- 
ments at the leaſt poſſible expence. The country abounds in ſupplies of all kinds to a degree 
which renders the laying in of extenſive magazines unneceſſary. Small depbts for a few 
days conſumption are ſufficient, provided means can be found to bring forward the reſources 
of the country at a ſhort notice. Depôts of this deſcription have accordingly been formed 
at different places purſuant to orders given by His Royal Highneſs Field Marſhall the Duke 
of York. The means of tranſporting them, and of obtaining and tranſporting ſuch further 
quantities, as may be neceſlary in caſes of emergency, remain to be deviſed. The eſtabliſh- 
ment of a waggon train of ſufficient force to ſupply an army would entail a very heavy 
expence upon the public, and take away a very conſiderable number of horſes and men 
from the ordinary purſuits of agriculture. Both may be avoided by means equally ſimple 
and certain. The ſpirit of the country will do it moſt effeQtually; nor need that ſpirit be 
waſted to the detriment of individuals; it need only be rouſed at the moment of actual 
danger, when all is at ſtake, when all muſt give way to the primary object of ſelf-preſer- 
vation. The following are the particulars of the plan in contemplation : 


1ſt. Such of the Nobility, Gentry, and Yeomanry of the county as may approve of the 
| meaſure, ſhould be requeſted to ſubſcribe a paper in the form annexed, (each pariſh, 
hundred, or precinct, of convenient ſize ſeparately) expreſling oppoſite to their names the 
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number of waggons and carts provided with tilts, * and the number of horſes drivers; and 
conduQors, which they propoſe to furniſh reſpectively. 


2d. The Waggons, Carts, &c. ſubſcribed for, or ſuch part as may be required from 
time to time, ought to march as ſoon as poſſible, and at lateſt on the next morning after 
notice received to that effect, by a certain perſon to be named by the ſubſcribers, being a 


2 reſident of their pariſh, hundred or Precinct. 


3d. A paper writing, figned by His Royal Highneſs Field Marſhal the Duke of York, 
or by the General Officer commanding His Majeſty's forces in the diſtri, or by the 


Commiſſary General, or by ſuch Officers as may be authorized by either of them, ought 
to be deemed a ſufficient notice. | 


th. The Waggons, Carts, &c. marching in conformity to ſuch notice, ought to repair

pound and an half of bread for each driver and conductor, and one ration of forage,

_ adjudged and ſettled to be fair and reaſonable, by ſuch number of Deputy Lieutenants or 
Magiſtrates as may be appointed for that purpoſe. Ih 


1th. If the Commiſſary General, or any Officer of his department duly authorized, ſhould, 


in the notice to be given for the marching of any waggons or carts, agreeable to the 3d 


article, requeſt that the ſame may be ſent loaded with flour, wheat, oats, hay, ſtraw, or 
fuel; or if a ſupply of ſuch articles ſhould be requeſted: as above in a ſeparate notice, it is.
